Notwithstanding our great superi­ 
ority of climate and soil, we are and 
have ever labored under great disad­ 
vantages in some ro-jiects. While we 
boast of raising the best grapes in the 
world and nearly all other fruits which 
grow in any climate, from the tropics 
to the frigid zone, in greater perfec­ 
tion than can be produced in any 
other country, we are too remote irom 
the great centers of commerce to suc­ 
cessfully market the perishable pro­ 
ducts of which California is so justly 
proud. 
Hence farmers who own land 
cupable of producing fruits that would 
challenge the admiration of the world 
are driven to growing cereals or rais­ 
ing stock.

Too Much Opiate. 


Coroner Richardson was summoned 
yesterday morning to hold an inquest 
on the body of a man found dead In a 
building on Alameda street-, opposite 
Mr. Keller’s store.

of Germany, a shoemaker by trade, 
but more recently in other kinds of 
employment, and among the rest a 
driver of one of tho city carts.

A Los Angales Boy In Trouble, 


It will be remembered that Mr. Geo. 
Safford, who was for a time connected 
with the H e r a l d in the capacity of 
book-keeper, went to Indian Wells, 
San Diego county, about two months 
since to take charge of a Government 
telegraph post at that place. Indian 
W ells is a wild, desolate place in the 
heart of the Colorado Desert, where 
the therm om eter ranges all the way 
from 100° to 120” in the shade. Since 
going there, Safford has had a hard 
time of it, to be sure, with no other 
difficulty than to parboil by the slow 
and sure process; but now comes an 
additional feather to break the camel’s 
back, as we learn from the following 
report, telegraphed to the San Diego 
Union: 
I n d ia n W ells, AugustC.—The In ­ 
dians who have been trying their 
hands at horse-stealing for the past 
month with considerable success have 
begun to increase their depredations 
and have changed their style of oper­ 
ating to a more profitable field. 
On 
Saturday night, when the statinn­ 
keeper, Mr. Fleming, and U. S. Mil­ 
itary Telegraph Operator were quietly 
sleeping rolled up in their blankets 
outside the building, some Indians en­ 
tered the station and stole a satchel 
belonging to the operator containing 
hi9 clothes and money and about 
eighty dollars belonging to the station 
keeper. The robbery was not discov­ 
ered till next day, when the operator 
went to look for a change of clothing, 
and found that his satchel and con­ 
tents had mysteriously disappeared 
during the night. 
The robbers are 
known by a circumstance which oc­ 
curred the day previous. Mr. Fleming 
had occasion to go to the satchel to 
change a fifty dollar bill, and while in 
the act an Indian entered and noticed 
the money, asking him how much the 
bill was worth. 
Fleming placed the 
money back in the satchel and ordered 
the Indian to leave, thinking no more 
about the m atter at the time. The 
authorities at San Diego, as well us 
Yuma, have been notified to have the 
Indians arrested on m aking their ap­ 
pearance at either place. We need 
some protection from the m ilitary 
here, for we are too far from San Di­ 
ego to interest anybody at the county 
seat but the Tax Collector.
